And Mr. Bouillon 


Mr. Bouillon is not long back from Seattle until he issues an- 
other defi to the council, This time Mr. Bouillon says, in effect 
that all the advice of mechanical superintendents and experts is 
nothing to him, that in fact he has not taken the trouble to reac 
the report of the last one, and that he will spend the city’s money 
on whatever kind of machinery he chooses, the council and all the 
mechanical experts to the contrary notwithstanding. 

To those unacquainted with the mechunical end of the game 
the expressions “mixed turbines,” “high-pressure turbines,” “Bellis- 
Morcoms” and all the rest of it are Greek, or worse, but there is one 
thing very plain and that is that Mr. Bouillon specifically desires 
to disagree with everyonesin his neighborhood, and that a super- 
intendent at the power plant is good for just about as long as he 
fails to have any idea about machinery which is not in line with 
Mr. Bouillon’s pet theory of mixed-pressure turbines, vide the case 
of Deerwester. 

The city has had one experience in accepting the advice of a 
theoretical engineer against a mechanical man in the case of the 
gas producer, and the experience has cost a quarter of a million 
dollars. 

, Considering that the entire mechanical faculty and all the ex- 
perts who have been called in have declared that Mr. Bouillon is 
wrong on this machinery question, it looks as though the city council 
would be wise to keep its hand on the money, at least until Justice

The hall was filled to overflowing. 
Dr. Tory delivered an address — on 
“Some Present Day Problems in Edu- 
cation,",’’ in an address of consider- 
able length emphasizing the import- 
ance of. the financial side of this ques- 
tion. He declared that the payment of 
higher salaries to teachers is a re- 
form of necessity for which the rate- 
payers must be persuaded, and that 
until hig crete rin, is carried out there 
ean be po app oach to a settlement of 
the many diMeculties with which the 
educational authorities are confronted. 

Dr. Tory dwelt upon the problems 
of education in their many aspects. He 
referred: to the educational and indus- 
trial problems’ in'the solution of which 
it must needs‘ play’an important. part. 

So far as a working theory of edu- 
cation ig based on human unities, he 
declare, no system is available, but 
the system. of the future must be 
evolved .from the experiments of the 
present, and based on the knowledge 
obtained’ through’ past experience. — It 
should. be .the. object of the educa- 
lionalist to find a corrolation of sub- 
jects -fa“{he® course of study in the 
schools, with a view to saving time 
and still missing nothing of real value.
